The source furnished the following information 
regarding the above conference: 

I in discussing the methods of b6 
getting increased circulation of the paper, stated b7c 
that by giving us the names of one person on a block, 
we will be able to cover a whole net of blocks. We 
have not been successful with the people we work with, , 

Bob' Lee, in reporting on the organizational 
strength of the Maryland CP District, said it was strictly 
a small district. He stated, in substance, as follows: 

Numerically, I am taking the district: \ as a 
whole 4s 150. \ 

Baltimore, where the leadership is located, 
has 90% of the Party. We have twCsections. In the 
Trade Union Section there are three clubs and two clubs, 
in the Community Section; plus a few people who do work 
for us and who consider themselves as members, are 
considered as members, but who are not organized into 

the Party. ' , ,

In 'Washington we hav© °a© club which is very 
narrow and is not able to bring in people. \

In .Western Maryland we have a few people who 
we are hot in contact with. 

About a year ago, we made certain organizational 
proposals, which since have proved to be wrong. As a 
result, we have dropped the proposals of organizing the 
trade unions into caucuses. Our people were first under 
the Impression that the McCarran Act would be similar 
to the 'Palmer raids.

Our Community Section works with the Negro 
American Labor Council (NALC), and there is the 
Democratic Club, which would be composed of our people, 
plus one or two others who push things, like canvassing .;■ 
of a?Negro Congressman in the 4th Legislative District, 
which is the 4th Congressional District in Maryland. 

A characterization of the NALC 
appears on the appendix hereto. 

When George (Meyers), our organizer, came back 
from the Soviet Union last November, the local papers 
ran an article which turned out to be in our favor. As 
a result, Meyers was able to move about and see '30 .to 
40 individuals, who are labor leaders, civil liberties 
leaders,, women and peace movements, Negro people's 
organizations, National Association for Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) and a couple of other prominent 
\ people, and talk to them on an individual basis. This, 
\we think, has been very effective in aiding our cause 
'in setting up good committees of Party and non-Party 
people i&tfc fighting the McCarran Act. Here, the non- 
Party people are not as "gun shy" as our people, in that 
they will lend their names, whereas our people would con- 
sider it as a security problem.

The community part *of our Party is not function- 
ing as well as the rest of our Party is now* 

Since the fundamentals of Marxism and Leninism 
came out, we have had study groups, which have involved 
as many as 30 to 35 people, some of whom have been 
college students and the like; it has been a- very success- 
ful .thing* Discussion now and then indicates that it 
is going to be strictly a seminar, where actually I 
have been dramatizing it las the authority of the 
Communist* Anyone can lead the class*

The Trotskyites in Baltimore have spread 
the gospel of what the CP line is , and. we were not 
there to ^answer. This has been a particularly effective 
forum for answering these things, so effective that we 
have been able to actually expose the methods of the 
Trotskyites-by action* I mean this study group was 
set up on* the basis that it was to discuss Marxism- 
Leninism, and that anything went,, with; the exception 
> of anything that tended to break up the group* As a 
result, we have been able to defeat the Trotskyites, 
and are, ourselves, in a strong position and will be/ 
able to ;teach Marxism-Leninism without interference. 

Now there is the Democratic Press Committee, 
which is the committee that was organized to fight the 
McCarran Act. The committee has been very effective; 
it has met with Congressmen and has received a reply 
from, Harry Truman, reiterating his stand on the McCarran 
Act. 

' Peace work is a long way from being effective, 
the big reason* being, not only locally but nationally,, 
the >lack of trade union and Negro participation in the 

movement.. i

Regarding the press, for years we have not 

done any thing, ;on* the press in* terms of moving out. We 

have taken an' incrdased^ number^of the "Midweek Worker" 

, and put them out, *but have cnot^fpllowed it up to get 

reactions and subscriptions. As soon as pur people 

find out that the people want to 'hear what the Communists* 

have to say, that will be better.

We need unity in organization, and our people are just 
afraid to speak. 

The Trotsky ites do become disruptive at times. 
The last major disruption was right before the youth went 
to Washington. We licked them in the Fair Play for Cuba. 

A characterization of the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee (FPCC) appears on 
the appendix hereto. 

In Philadelphia there has been considerable 
activity to teach the youth. In organizations, our older 
comrades have been very slow in moving about, in every 
respect, as far as Party organizations are concerned. 
We have tried to bring organizations in line with size, 
some .14 odd clubs. We have done away with sections. We 
dissolved the Industrial Section and set up shop clubs, 
The community clubs are just about as they were before. 
Our clubs range in size from eight to thirty. The club 
of thirty is a special type club, a group of young comrades 
active in mass work. Each member of this club is required 
to also be a member of some conservative organization, 
except those who can be assigned to left-wing activity. 

One group has divided itself into two sections 
ox groups. One group works with the "Y" and the NAACP, as 
well as some church groups. The other group works around 
the question of peace. Then, there is a group that works 
mainly with students, and another group that takes care of 
social issues, using the chorus to carry out their activity. 
The group meets twice a month. This group has its own 
executive setup with each member of the committee responsible 
for one phase of the work, such as Negro, peace,' etc. 

This group also holds their own educationals.

The other most fruitful outlook is the trans- 
port idea. Here we are small. This group sells more 
literature than the other groups and' sells it to the working 
families. This group Intends to organize in industry. 
This group, in order to expand its membership among the 
youth, organizes baseball games, etc. In our community 
clubs the work there, I would say, is uneven. One or two 
clubs deal with the McCarran Act. In another club, you 
have them divided up into activity around the Democratic 
Party . 

In the Negro field, we are still out as far 
as forces are concerned. In New Jersey, they have set up 
a committee; they had about 25 people at the first meeting 
and they are setting up a group of what thejr call field 
c rp t ai ft.fi a nd 100 workers. T hey advised me and the 
public* to participate. It is kind of a bipartisan group, 
Democrats and Republicans of the leading Negroes, , lawyers, 
organizational people, etc. We are not isolated, but are 
moving. 

As far as educational work within the Party 
organization and as far as classes are concerned, we • 
have conducted some work on the club level such as trying 
to organize and maintain discussion groups of various 
political questions, but, here, it is hard to get the 
comrades to read. 

In the left movement, there are discussions 
such as forums around the McCarran Act, etc. We conduct 
a yearly forum that reaches people outside the Party. 

Two of the big problems we have is the < gap 
between the youngsters and the adults that depleted the 
cadre over a period of years. 

We have had difficulty in increasing circulation 
in the paper, although we have maintained circulation.

On finances, we have two problems. The main one, 
in my opinion, is to get comrades with enough courage to 
go out and ask these people for money. We will not be, 
able to get the large sums as, before,, but by .going ■ out , 
you can get $10.00 here- and $5.00 there. Some of the 
persons who left the Party took a number, of contributors 
with them. We will be successful in- this because of the 
other groups that I have mentioned*. Some people will not 
give directly to the. Party,, but will give for peace, civil 
rights, etc.

Certain /conclusions are made, and then the > 
leaders do just the opposite by thinking they are not 
required, which defeats the- whole operation. 

Dennis, in explaining the co-ordinator system, 
said one person, who has » three clubs, meets with the club 
chairmen of the, clubs to impart and exchange political- 
thinking of the clubs and district.

The co-ordinators, in turn, meet periodically 
oh a regular basis with*aembfers on a leading committee* 

Ife try to get the most advanced club chairmen* The co- 
ordinators are being trained to be political organizational 
leaders. This plan lis in the -^formative stage* In addition, 
we have found it necessary to have some means of getting 
people together, our people; so we call periodic conferences,, 
At which we have our whole membership and close sympathizers 
in a particular field of activity, in which we are interested, 
such as the peace movement* This way,, everyone will not 

'know everyone else* This, we think, gives the people 
the feeling that their presence does not commit them, in 
this respect* In this* way we hope to have more of these 
meetings without having to have members of our Executive 
Board lead these discussions* We have had one of these 
meetings so far and it was not very successful* Our next 
gathering will be on the Michigan Constitutional Convention*

we have to. be very realistic*, This is notla new problem*

We should not forget pur bad habits of work 
with the trade unionists over thel years* Some of it 
almost comes under the heading of pampering and not

On the educational aspect, /the fundamental 
education and training in Marxism was neglected over the 
years, and it has come home to roost* This is a major 
factor, particularly as it relates to the need of Party 
organization - what it can' offer to the trade unionist*

In working with trade unionists' in the shops, it has 
to be in such a way as not to subject them to attack; 
it not-only' is true in trade unions, but mass organi- 
zations as well. So what we are trying to do here is 
to develop someone who is, himself, 1 a trade unionist, 
so that there is every legitimate reason for them to 
meet. As a trade unionist, they could meet with every 
other trade unionist. Trade unionists are always meeting 
together around here. You have to have someone who , will 
meet with you. There are guys who will not meet with 
me, but will meet with the other members of the executive 
and vice-versa. 

In this connection, we ought to realize that 
we have a big catchup job to do in terms of Ideological 
orientation of our people, membership. Again we are 
going to have to pay the price for certain neglect in 
educational work. The jg£3S"ture. of the Party today is 
different to what it was when tBeee people were brought 
in and trained in it. It used to be that we had 30 
people in the shops; now in shops of nine to ten thou- 
sand workers, we have two guys. In mass organizations 
there may be one person in a Democratic Congressional 
area, but these people operate so that it is impossible 
to recognize that the Party has done something when 
these individuals have accomplished their, Party assign- 
ment, simply because the Party is not mentioned. 

As far as mass work is concerned, we, as party 
people, leaders of this organization, have tended to 
take too much for granted. We started a lot of things 
and' did not always win our point, and the individuals 
in the mass organization soon became discouraged and 
are now what you might say not interested. 

Every Party leader should have contact with 
just an average "Joe Blow" and get to feel the pulse 
of the mass organization.

Ben Dobbs,, in commenting how the Party is going 
to function in the next year and a half and as to whether 
it.can, stated it can not function in the old way, I do 
not know what the full impact of these laws are* It is 
my view that we are shown in a status, in our country, . 
where the people f s movement is in « one way or another 
beginning to express itself* In other words, it is be- 
coming organized with all of, its spontaneous character, 
but tit; is really becoming organized, and that we have to 
place the status of our Party, it seems to me, as one 
that encourages and stimulates the growth of, this people's 
movement; that should be the main goal except for our- 
selves, even though. it may be unclear in terms of what 
effect this will have on the Party. 

I want to draw a different conclusion than 
the one Phil (Bart) drew about this business when dis- 
cussing the women 1 s peace movements,, that they do not

want to speak about their organization* When anyone 
asked them, "Do you have an organization?", they said, 
"No, we do not have an organization* tv They emphasize 
over and over again that they have no organization; 
of course, when 2,000 women dropped in from Tulsa at a 
certain place, and at a certain time, that showed some 
organization, and some literature was gotten out and 
the mailings were made; further, the places were there 
where people cfculd ycte, but they denied having an organi- 
zation* Well, the truth of the matter is that this is 
one of the aspects in which people are learning to fight 
back against this red baiting. 1 

There is something else interesting, and that 
is the response or the beginning of the response of 
people to issues that go way beyond the organized strength 

of any single movement* 

* 

You take CORE (Congress on Racial Equality) 
that organized these massive freedom rides, , at least in 
Los Angeles where they had maybe 30 at a tremendous 
movement in support of them* You can count on one hand 
the membership of that organization. The point is we 
are living in a period where it is the organization 
around the issues that get the people. Take the freedom 
riders, when Martin Luther King came to Los Angeles, 
40,000 people turned out. Now, here I want to say there 
is a very real contradiction in recruiting. I have the 
opportunity of spending a couple of hours a day in the 
. office, and there is not a day when there is not from 
five to a dozen people who drop in with just the same 
experience that you have. The interesting thing is you 
cannot talk to these people about mass work, for they 
do not know what you are talking about. There is just no 
conception there; you know you cannot even talk to them 
about it. How can you place that as a function of the 
Party. 
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The tone of our people really puzzles me. These 
people find they do not want to join the Party and are 
typical of the period in which we live. They have' no 
conception of the Party's role or the responsibility 
to a mass movement; 

It is suggested that we form educational groups 
to instruct the people in Marxist theories, so that ihey 
will not have to be associated with us for years before 
we can trust them. This could be in the form of member- 
ship classes. Discuss with them the need for peace move- 
ments so that they can recognize the roie of the Party 
in the stimulation of these movements. 1 

Dobbs, in speaking of the "People's World 11 
(West Coast Communist publication), stated that five 
youths went up to a convention in Fresno, and .distributed 
3,000 copies of the paper . ? £hey were just kids who walked 
in^to my of f ice and who wanted something to^do. ' Vfe.set 
up a series of classes, for these young people.;, These 
classes increased their radicalism tremendously. The 
youths attended these classes as well as attending^ youth 
organizations that were Jniilt along the lines of our 
policy. The main fuctionTof the Party today is to, fight 
against dispersal and scattering. The big question today 
is will the Party be able to function. 

We feel very strongly that something must be 
done on a national level for the Negroes. Here, we note 
a contradiction - you find our people supporting civil 
rights, and on the general peace movements, you will find 
the Negroes are not responding to us. They are not respond- 
ing to other movements; they fight with peace and for 
civil liberties.

Dobbs stated that Gus (Hall), G#nfir al . Secretary, 
conducted a meeting for five days and there were only ' 
three or four Negroes present. 

The building of the Socialist educational forum, 
I am not giving it a name, is to give ,us a platform in case 
we cannot get other platforms, if and when the Government ., 
attacks us financial-wise. Pobbs further stated as follows: 

We have a peace movement which is something 
good. We also have the working class in which we can 
attempt to work. Then, we have the youth which we also 
have to train in our way of thinking. ' 

The working class movement today is distinct 
from the peace movement, and that of the 1 youth movement; 
it is a highly institutionalized outfit. In order for 
the Communist to work with the working class, they should 
get into the working class and not stay on the outside and 
criticize. It is up to the CP as to what approach they 
deem advisable to use to gain the respect of ' the union 
leadership.

The 21st of April is also the"*day of the Easter 
Peace March, I think throughout the country. We want a 
strong representation for this peace march in Seattle, 
representing every state possible because the eyes of 
the world will be on the World* s Fair opening which hap- 
pens to fall on the same -day -as the peace march. 

It has been decided that where there is move- 
ment, reservations and fear nave been removed and strength 
prevails. Where there is ho movement, there are signs 
of fear. The big question today is how to break through 
to get) the Party on a movemerft in which the public is 
involved. 
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The next question is how can our Party grow 
and develop and fulfill its historical responsibilities 
to the American working class and the American people. 
This question has two main answers. The first aspect 
is in the new epoch - how shall we defend, maintain and 
strengthen the basic Marxist-Leninist .principles or Party 
organization in the face of many pressures to abandon, 
restore or revise these basic principles. 

On the emphasis of maintaining the principles 

of organization, I think to simplify it, lets say those 

are summarized in the 81 Party Statement, the principles 
on organizations that are mentioned there. 

There is no limit to flexibility, once you .have 
maintained the basic framework of the Party's organizational 
principles. 

Our Party can grow and develop in this period. 
Recognizing it is not going to be a mass Party immediately. 
I think we can all take our own area as an illustration, 
**|tnd"7where we have not grown in the last couple of years 
bur composition has shifted. We now have a core of young 
people. Of these young people, we can build a cadre Party 
and this cadre will be able to do the job of Marxist- 
Leninist leadership for this coming generation. The ques- 
tion of recruiting now becomes doubly important because 
it is in mass recruitment. It has to do with the whole 
future and; perspective. It has an immediate effect in 
terms of outlook of our Party. 

In the area of < science, we, as Marxists, 
have to lead the way in solving the problems of peace 
and in sthis science we have the greatest job. We are now 
in a position where bringing peace and the end of the 
war can be achieved. We also have tm spread the theories 
of Marxism everywhere and anywhere we can. We will *have to 
infiltrate the masses and instruct them in the theories 
of Marxism. 
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The masses now v ar e at a certain stage to become 
more crystallized and organized as time moves on and as 
they collect experience. 

On the trade union question, there will be more 
and more enrolled for our Party* We have a very good 
trade union composition in our area* Our comrades are 
more and more accepted on the job than rank and file 
leaders because they fight for the interest of the member- 
ship; as a result, it is harder for them to be driven off 
the job. They are continually being pushed to take this 
or that office even though they are not in a position to 
take them because of legal problems. The union officers 
recognize that they are Communists and the union officials 
discuss with them the best way they can contribute to the 
union. 

A good place for our comrades is in the COPE 
(Committee on Political Education). 

The McCarran Act does not in any way Stf f ect 
our position in working with the masses, trade union 
and in enlarging our Party. We have to find a means to 
instill a little spirit* in our Party, the way Dr. Martin 
Luther King projected into the Negro movement a couple of 
.years ago. 

We are not going to win this freedom struggle 
unless some people are prepared to go to jail. 

There are problems around the McCarran Act, 
but whatever they are, they are secondary to the growing 
boom of the Party. 

Phil Bart thea'sj^ to 
realize that the situation in our organization is a 
result of the McCarran Act and it is not going to ;be 
a temporary one. There will be changes, shifts and 
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struggles . Here we have a .law that is probably the most vi- 
rctfottfr of any of the laws that have ever ;been passed. The 
law causes us some concern, but just /because it is on the 
books, it does not say it will be enforced. It does, how- 
ever, make us and cause us to develop along certain lines, 
which in the long run* will be to our benefit due to the 
experience gained. It appears so far that we have made 
some penetrations into the labor field. We have also 
made strides into the peace movement field into Detroit 
and Philadelphia. Even though we have gained in the peace 
movement, this field still deserves a lot of attention. We 
hayegone into the labor movement and the people's movement 
because, they are tie fields where we have the greatest 
problems^ and, yet, *^hey are the fields where yoji have ihe 
greatest movement. 

. I 

In connection with the point raised here about 
the cadre, JParty, what kind of a Party do* we expect. It 
means a Parity of the most active forces; it means the^mass 
Party, that is ;the first thing that is clear. *Ih w other 
wordsy I am talking about a Party that is going to bring 
thousands into its ranks now. 

The big question is how to attract people 
to our Party today. We are not going to attract people 
by the masses; we will attract them on an individual * * 
basis. Lets iace the facts of what the Party is today,, 
what its membership is. There are spctons in New York 
and Philadelphia whefe the average age runs 65. 

When I say we are going to attract, that does 
not mean they are* coming in with full knowledge of our 
^movement.' They are coming in with certain ideals. This 
movement needs to establish once again the spark. The 
type of > person we are going to, attract will be people 
who do not know Marxism any more than weditf when we 'joined. 
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They will be attracted to our movement because of the 
nature of the movement. Bart says that our people have 
been working in so-called left organizations for years 
and they have not brou ght anyone i nto the Party- As an 



example, he -points' out| | (phonetic) , who in 

Chicago attracted a large number of Jewish people, the 



majority of which die 
was. .Even as well as 



not know what' the Jewish movement

to get any of their people to join our Party.

I remember and you remember when we used to 
be able to recruit three or, four hundred from large 
meetings. 1 We are not going to attract these kind into 
our Party now. 

There will have to be work on the club level 
in order to get people into qur movement'. ^TEere will be 
a certain amount of retreating by our pedpleV However, 
in the club you have ;a certain solid core that is going 
to stick , in there .

Phil Bart pa-W he would like to make one 
ipoint, and that is that 1 today there are many districts 
that do not have i a public Party spoke smah. You do> riot 
have one in Detroit and doubt if * you do in "Illinois; 
What we need is a spokesman, who,, when he speaks, 'will 
be recognized by the public as a spokesman for the Party. 

More emphasis should b# placed on the club 
structure, and this includes all questions 4 bf' strengthen- 
ing its leadership, political figures, organization work* 
etc. , that has been taken up here. 

In each district i*e examine the possibility 
of the formation of educational organizations. In the 
broad sense, this means Marxist study circles, Socialist 
study groups. The Party should also seek to speak oh 
the radio, television, and have interviews with the press 
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but speak only at those times when there is a prominent 
national spokesman* We should endeavor to produce a 
Party spokesman for each and 1 every district. 

Thomas Dennis sai$4h$t tfn&stiUblto® *t9 make one 
point clear here, and that is a point of difference, 
legally, between being a Communist spokesman and a spokes- 
man for the CP. There is a difference, and 4 lets make no 
mistake about it; legally, there is a difference. 

When I or any other leader' of the CP speak 
at meetings, legally from the standpoint of the McCarran 
Act, I ego ill as a Communist spokesman. This also has 
a bearing" on our relationship* ahxi acceptance of the mass 
movement. Therefore, when you attract people and you 
discuss with people, you discuss from a particular point 
of view, which they can understand. You can also be for 
Socialism, that is not frowned \xpon by people,,, generally, 
in a mas? 'movement; you have a right to believe in 
Socialism. You may not have a right to be a member of 
the CP, and they might shy away from that. 

Our approach to the Negro 1 movement has changed 
in the last six months because of the way they want to 
operate. That is true in the union, but we do not make 
it possible; we Insist on a certain type of movement; This 
will also stop us from recruiting. However, they have to 
have a palatable form. that they can inform people that they 
have different views more advanced. 1 This will justify 
them knowing a Communist, so they can bring a Communist 
spokesman into ;their home and have somebody who will talk 
to them. 

Thomas Dennis, in discussing recruiting, stated 
that he did not subscribe to the theory of accepting only 
those who will make the best Party members. You should 
be, sure 1 when you discuss with people in trying to attract 
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them to our cause "that you make them feel that they are 
humans and are fighting for the cause of humanitarianism., 
You will not be able to recruit anyone if you let them 
believe they are the guardians of peace. We have to 
stay in the mass organizations and the labor fields 
in order to take advantage of the present situation. 

Thomas Nabried said that the McCarran Law 
is not the only law that is placing obstacles in our 
way; we have the Taft — Hartley Laws and the Griffith 
Law. Nabried stated that we, will have to obtain some type 
of status, for if we do not, the ruling class will attack 
us. How are we going to control Communism? It seems 
to me that we will have to answer this" before we recruit. 
We will have to knock down imperialism. 

Nabried discussed the Negro problem,' stating 
we have no guidance to the Negro, "and as' a result',' he* 
is not coming to' us for aid. They are "losing their 3obs 
in the South; however, the Negro in the South is fighting 
back. What worries me is that we' are showing no growth 
in this particular field, not only In the South i burin 
the North and West; as well. There Is a vast migration' 
from the South because of the economic situation there. 
These Negroes come to' the North* to develop the whole 
nation. This matter was mentioned*, about one year ago 
with top officials of the Party, but it could not be 
discussed because the Party had not worked out a theory 
on it. We have done nothing for the Negro. 

As to the Par^y building \ I do not want to 
say it cannot be done, because sometimes the obstacles 
placed in our way open up new additives. Our problem 
is a method of discussing Communism and its policies. 
The Party should be developed at the present time to' 
handle the present situation. However, who knows how 
many will survive, so I say prepare for the present. 
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Communists should participate in mass 
movement; they should find ways of distributing literature 
and pamphlets. There are many opportunities for our 
expanding. 

i 

I say let us train a Party cadre, but lets 
not talk of a Party cadre. Training a core of decent 
Party people and all kinds of spokesmen is what we should 
do; for I think a Party spokesman is the person who 
teaches Communism. I think a person speaking as a *; 
Communist may not be thought of as a Communist, but 
as one who has different views I 

Here, there is general discussion on how 
to get the Negroes into the Party even though they have 
been fighting for freedom in the South. There is also 
' [ questions and discussions , on how to attract the youth in- 
" to the Party. 

Bob Lee sad&M&t heauaikilliko to talk first on 
the question of what is the key thing in terms of the 
youth movement at this time, or is" it the union movement 
or is it the peace movement. ,1 think the approach should 
be that is the way we do it in our district. We have" 
unanimity among leadership, on this. "We have : had it for 
the last four or five years. That is the "way we have 
consciously strived to maintain, and to build^ 4 the; ' 
leadership of the Party, both in terms of composition 
and actually in terms of workers and training people. 

The Negro people are the most class' conscious; 
the Negro workers are the most class conscious workers 
in American life. There is the, question of how we can „ " ," 
work out an alliance of groups inside the Party with, groups 
outside the Party. I think that in an anti-McCarran 
, Apt Committee, we have succeeded in part in working 
this out, whereas an MtflgS&tom committee that is com- 
posed of both Communists and non-Communists; unfortunately 
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-we do not, have any liberals in the .antl-McCarran Act 
Committee, although one or two of them have dropped 
around to see what we have to say. While the Negroes 
have had. tremendous movements, they have not come to 
the Party. 

< , , 

pn the Question of recruiting, I think we 
should have a perspective. We are going to have more 
opportunities to recruit people , but I think there has 
to be something set up and worked out. 

One .question that is raised on the youth be- 
ing recruited is the loyalty oath that is required in 
several fields cf employment. 

On the question of public spokesmen, we had 
a case in our district where Meyers was known to a 
great many people as the leader of the Party in Maryland. 
The local papers did hot print ;it as such, except »they 
thought that Meyers was going to jail. The Baltimore' 
papers said that he was the leader of the people here. 
This is where the question of flexibility comes "inV on 
how to identify yourself as a Party leader and as a* 
Communist. , 

There was a peace forum last ' year where it 
was advertised that political points ' of view "could* be 
raised. Meyers stood up and said, "I am a, member of 
the Communist Party." ■ Right^away doors opened, which 
we could not have opened otherwise; As a result;, we were ' 
able to move into the areas." I "was able to work, and I 
worked in the Marxist study groups. T identified .myself 
as a Communist and have b^eh a Communist for* a great 
many years. I am known to the Maryland Democratic 
Rights Committee as a Communist, and I work with them. 
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We cannot, just go along and say, we 
do not have a Party spokesman, and .then try to work 
it out. I feel there is a definite need for a public 
spokesman in the Party to be able to project Party view- 
point. ' 

I am in agreement with the proposals, and 
particularly the question of strengthening the Party 
clubs. You will not be able to keep your 'Party tbgether 
if you have meetings of Party people and non-Party people. 

Milford Sutherland stated that in talking 
with Gus Hall, Hall made the point that even though we 
are a small Party, we can do big things. 



! 



Sutherland stated. that just because we are 
small, we should not have a concept that, we cannot play 
ari important role ;in this political battle. Ifrwe 'play 
the correct role, lit may lead to a very explosive growth 
very rapidly. ' 

On the question of recruiting', we have to be 
very certain that we explain to the prospective recruits 
just what the problems ,are and how we expect them to " 
come into the Party and help solve them. This we have 
done in our district, and we are very pleased with the 
results. We feel 'that if this approach 1 is used, recruit- 
ment will be much easier. 

On the question of public spokesmen, there is 
a definite need for it. nrhen Hall, was on the West Coast, 
he was recognized as the spokesman for the Party, and >hole 
avenues qpened up ; *or him. By having, a public spokesman, 
it affects every struggle that we are engaged in. 

On the local basis in our area in the last 
18 months, we have developed what we call Party workshops

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EMERGENCY CIVIL LIBERTIES COMMITTEE 
(ECLC) 



The "Daily Worker,* an Bast Coast Communist daily 
newspaper, issue of October 8, 1951, Page 1, Columns 4 and 
5, in an article entitled "150 Notables Form Emergency Civil 
Rights Committee," reflected that the formation of the ECLC 
had been announced on October 7, 1951* It was shown that 
the purpose of the organization would be to help mobilize 
public opinion in support of the traditional American 
constitutional guarantees of civil liberties and to render 
aid to victims of abridgment of these liberties in politics, 
education and the professions. The founders, according to 
the article, included more than fifty members of the Clergy 
and many educators and professionals. 

A Source on October 21, 1955, furnished information 
reflecting that the Communist Party (CP) felt that help should 
be extended in building a "united front civil liberties organ- 
ization" in the United States which, while not led by the 
"left," would contain labor, liberal and "left force" within 
it in a commonly agreed program, including defense of the 
rights of Communists. 

The information further indicated that the CP felt 
that this aim can best be achieved by helping the ECLC to 
become a national organization with local chapters operating 
on the basis of its program. 

The headquarters of the ECLC is located at 421 
Seventh Avenue, New York City. 

The CP has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 
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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (FPCC ) 

The A pril 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times'" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, "What 
is Really Happening in Cuba^,, placed* by the FPCC* This adver- 
tisement announced the formation of the FPCC in New York City,, 
listed various sponsors of .the Committee and declared the 'FPCC 
intended to promulgate "the* truth- about 'revolutionary Cuba" ,to 
neutralize the distorted: American press on Cuban affairs. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961,, 
reported that at a- hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. 
CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself as one of the organizers 
of the FPCC. Also, Dr .' SANTOS-BUCH identified ROBERT TAKER as a 
co-organizer of the FPCC and said TABER drafted the aforementioned* 
FPCC advertisement. Dr. SANTOS-BUCH further testified that he an<T 
TABER obtained $3,500.00 from the- Cuban Government through the son 
of Cuba's Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about $1,100 
collected from supporters of the > FPCC, paid for the cost of afore- 
mentioned advertisement in, "The New York Times."

On October 3, 1960, a source' advised that the 
Socialist -Workers Party (SWP), in New York, had become active in 
the FFCC, and that SWP members, in a recent FPCC election, had 
been able to remove several Communist Party (CP) members who were 
on the Executive Board of the FPCC and gain control of the 
organization* This sotftce asserted that the SWP members believed 
that they had achieved a great influence in the course of the 
Cuban revolution through their control of the FPCC.

On February 10, 1961, , a second source advised that 
PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and member of the 
National Committee, Communist Party, USA, had reportedly stated 
recently that the FPCC had been captured by the Trotskyites, 

but that the CP had' not given up in the FPCC.

Global Books was registered wi.th the Assumed Names 
Section, City -County Building, Detroit, Michigan, certificate 
number 104092, on September 3, 1958, by HELEN WINTER. 

A Source advised on March 16, 1961, that HELEN 
WINTER was (then) currently a member of the State Committee, 
Communist Party, USA (CP), Michigan District and of the 
National Executive Committee, CP. 

A throw-away announcing the opening of Global Books 
reflects that Global Books (a book store), 4829 Woodward, 
Detroit, opened May 9, 1959, and it states in part "... 
Actually what we are offering is a mail order book service 
which does 'not stop at national boundries . . ." and further 
"... we will specialize in Negro and labor history and 
folklore; the best from the USSR, China and other socialist 
countries..." 

A second Source advised on October 9, 1960, that 
CARL WINTER had informed him on that date that the CP. had 
created Global Books and that HELEN* 1 WINTER has succeeded in 
keeping the store open through her personal efforts. 

A third Source advised on February 24, 1961, that 
CARL WINTER (husband, of HELEN WINTER) was (then) currently 
Chairman of the CP Michigan District and a member of the 
National Committee and National Executive Committee, CP. 

A fourth Source advised on May 17, 1961, that 
Global Books continues in operation at Room 201, 4829 Woodward 
Avenue, Detroit. 

A fifth Source advised during July, 1959, that 
CARL WINTER stated on July ( 18,, 1959 ; that Global Books con- 
templated sponsoring a lecture or forum series. 
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Global Books Forum was registered with the Assumed 
Names Section, City-County Building, Detroit, certificate 
number 134523, on January? 11, 1961, by CARL HAESSLER. Attached 
to this certificate was a letter from HELEN WINTER stating 
that she as owner of Global Books consented , to the registra- 
tion of Global Books Forum as an assumed name. She further 1 
stated that she is the ,«>cretary and CARL HAESSLER the chair- 
man-treasurer of Global Books Forum. 

JOSEPH Z. KORNFEDER, who has advised that he was a 
member of the gP from ^1919 - 1934, having been Anglo-American 
representative* -to the Commintern while attending the Lenin 
School, Moscow, "Russia, 1927 - 1930, stated on February 19, 
1945, that CARL HAESSLER was an old-time Commun is t ©r igiuall y ; f 
from Chicago, then New York. According to KORNFEDER, HAESSLER 
was one of the more respected members of the CP, though not 
an open member .

He pointed 
out the importance to write letters to the president. He gave 
ideas how to do it without taking any risks: to quote Chief Justice 
WARREN, to urge the President to start negotiations, tell him 
that the Mccarran Act is unconstitutional, write against nuclear test 
lng. Nobody can be persecuted for writing such letters, said prof. 
JOHNSON. 

Among the audience there was present ERIK BERT, 
Managing Editor of The Worker, and a woman, whose first name is 
BERNICE, who has previously presided at The Worker's meetings. 

After a Question-answer period, the meeting was 
adjourned at 10 p.m.

The Brooklyn press Headers ' Glfc held its meeting on 
Friday $ March 9* 1962, at 305 Schermerhorn Street, Brooklyn, 
at 3*15 pita. Present: about 4g people. The chairman (about 
35 years old, light brown hair, about 5 ' 8" , 165 lbs . ) opened 
the meeting, and announced, that for the second time, Mr. JAMES 
JACKSON found himself unable to come to the meeting. He called 
for support of the Readers 1 Club, and those present contributed 
for this purpose. He introduced the speaker, Prof. OAKLEY JOHNSON. 

Mr. JOHNSON first announced, that JAMES JACKSON was 
sentenced to 6 months Jail under the immunity Act, which he only 
ealled ^oolpidgeon Act". 

He topic was the Ultra -Right. He ssid it consisted of sev 
veral organizations,, but that they all. had things in common: they 
all like Senator GOLDW ATER * BODB and Sen. TOM, 

Mr, JOHNSON emphasised > that although politicians, turn 
away from the ultra -right, yet their actions encourage them, 
like the arrest of JAMES JACKSON and PHIL BART, He said that a 
change was going on throughout the country: people don't want nuclear 
war, and the Negro people are waking up, too, The feel that now is 
the time to speak up for their rights. 

Mr. JOHNSON criticized the Administration for "playing 
around" with the ultra-right, helping them on one hand, and 
criticising them on the other. He spoke about the conspiracy of the 
press which calls them conservatives, instead of calling them 
fascists. 

He encourages those present to write letters to the president 
at least once a week, telling him where he is wrong, against the 
Mccarr-an Act, against nuclear testing, and for disarmament.

On 3/15/62, NY advised SA ALEXANDER C. BURLINSON 

that on 3/l4/o2, GUS HALL, CPUSA General Secretary,, stated that, 
with regard to the source of the money which, in large part, is 
supporting the Party, he had in mind telling the OP leadership the 
following: 

Since 1958, "a finance committee on the outside!' (out- 
side the leadership) has been responsible for obtaining most of 
the money which has been available to the Party. HALL organized 
this committee and has worked with it. In fact, of the 
$250,000.00 which the committee raised last year, HALL himself 
raised about $50,000.00. This committee has worked with "dogged 
determination, sacrificing everything in the interest of the 
Party." 

The money has come from donors contacted by the 
committee, and from various business enterprises which the 
Party secretly operates. 

The committee has had a particularly difficult task to 
perform since most of the important donors of the past have been 
lost and the income from Party enterprises has been reduced, as a 
result of which the Party's income had been drastically reduced. 
If HALL personally had not worked w&h this committee, if he had 
not traveled" as he has, for the purpose of raising money, the 
committee would have lost heart and quit. 

While this committee has been successful to date, there 
is no guarantee that it will continue to be successful in the 
future. The attitude of the leadership, particularly of PHIL 
BART, has been "to sit by placidly, and await the flow ef gold 
into its lap every Friday night." HALL justifiably can ftceuse 
the CP leadership of gross negligence as regards obtaining money 
for the Party. 

It is time that the leadership stir Itself, and make 
some real effort to collect money for the Party. HALL suggests 
that the leadership appoint a committee of three from its own 
group to make -<a determined effort to raise money.

For the current year, the Party needs more than 
$250,000.00 for its operations. Between, $1500 .00 and $2000.00 
per week is required by the National Office. $30,000.00 is 
required for "a good, and welfare fund." In. the latter part of 
the, year, "The Worker" will need $80,000.00. Between $12,000.00 
and $20,000 ^00 will be required to subsidize the CP Youth Move- 
ment. The new trade, union magazine ("Labor Today") and the negro 
magazine ("Freedomways"), between them, will need about $25,000.00 
during the current year. HALL anticipates that the National 
Committee, "for administrative, purposes" will, require about. 
$25,000.00 during the current year. 

After outlining as above what he proposed to tell the 
CPUSA. leadership at a coming meeting, HALL asked for NY 694-S* 1 
opinion regarding his proposal. NY expressed the 

opinion that whether HALL was acting "defensively or offensively" 
with regard to the leadership, HALL should not assume; that the 
leadership would believe HALL 1 s statement that money for the 
Party was being raised as HALL said. The informant suggested, 
that before HALL make this statement to the leadership, he dis- 
cuss it with CG 5824-S*. 

HALL agreed that he would postpone making the statement 
until he should have aaopportunity to discuss it with CG 582^-S*

A reception held for the purpose of welcoming the re- 
turn of GUS HALL, reportedly the General Secretary of the CPUSA, 
from a speaking tour on the West Coast was held on February 26, 
1962, at the Hotel Greystone in New York City. 

Attendance at this reception wa3 by invitation only, 
and it was learned from BEN BORDOPSKY that approximately 400 
invitations had been issued. This reception was chaired by 
WILLIAM PATTERSON of the New York State Communist Party (CP) , 
who immediately introduced GUS HALL, who was the only speaker. 

HALL opened his speech by urging all present to attend 
the celebration of the 38th anniversary of "The Worker" to be held 
March 2, 1962, at Carnegie Hall in New York City. 

He then spoke in glowing terms of the enthusiastic 
reception he received at the places he spoke on the West Coast. 
He said that everywhere he went the "ultra-right" tried to prevent 
his talks, but their actions only succeeded in increasing 4 
interest and attendance. He said corporations spent "millions" 
to prevent his speeches and in certain places he was given a 
police escort. 

HALL pointed out that a tremendous Upsurge of awareness 
and interest in national and international problems and policies 
is taking place among the youth in this country. He said, "we" 
must use this movement of youth "to the hilt." He said there is 
also a general increase in the peoples 1 movement for peace, 
especially in the "Women for Peace" movement which is not "anti- 
Soviet" but is "anti-war." 

HALL continued, that in his speeches his audience was 
not interested in the McCarran or Smith Acts but wanted to hear 
a Communist speak on Communism. Consequently, he told them of the 
ideas of Socialism and Communism and that Communism cannot be 
imported. When America is ready for it (Communism), no one will 
be able to stop it, he said. 

HALL said he was inspired by what he saw and how he 
was received. He added, the "picture in this country is very 
bright."

He urged that all Communists join every peoples' mass 
movement and "lead the. fight of the people." 

In. referring to his trip, HALL stated that at one point, 
while in Oregon, he gave a speech at a college football stadium. 
He said that a police officer had informed him that approximately 
15,000 people were present for this speech. 

HALL recalled that while, at a hotel, the manager of the 
hotel began asking questions as to the length of HALL'S stay 
there . HALL said he expected to be evicted from the hotel be- 
cause this has happened to him in the past, but it developed, 
that the manager wanted him to stay because the business "at the 
bar had doubled." 

Another incident indicative of his reception, HALL 
states, was that on several occasions he was stopped by 
students and asked for an autograph.

On March 2, 1962 a "Freedom of the Press Rally" 
celebrating the 38th Anniversary of "The Worker" was held at ~ 
Carnegie Hall, 57th Street and 7th Avenue, New York, New York, 
There were approximately 1,500 persons in attendance and the 
following individuals were observed in the audience: 

. BETTY GANNETT, WILLIAM PATTERSON, BORIS SKLAR, 
ROSE WEINSTOCK, GUS KALL, BENJAMIN J, DAVIS, JR., LOUIS 
WEINSTOCK, CHARLES DIRBA, JACK STACHEL, ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG. 

The meeting started at 8:10 p.m. with the singing 
of the Star Spangled Banner. 

JAMES LUSTIG, the Chairman of the meeting, stated 
the meeting was being held at a time when Attorney General 
KENNEDY is yielding to pressure from the Ultra-Right and is 
attempting to silence "The Worker". He said the editor and 
staff members of "The Worker" have been subpoenaed to a 
special tribunal in Washington, D.C. in an attempt to 
intimidate them. 

LUSTIG stated that the real traitors to this 
country who should be prosecuted are such groups as the 
American Nazi Party whose members "are demonstrating here 
tonight . He said the American people want full employment, 
medical care for the aged, more schools and hospitals, peace 
and disarmament, and "The Worker" also wants all of these 
things. He concluded that the real patriots were those in 
attendance at this meeting.

APTHEKER quoted ADOLPK HITLER as saying "Communism !, 
is a world peril" and added "Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, America's 
foremost authority on Marxism-Leninism and everything else, this 
chief cop" has said that real. Americans opposed HITLER, because 
of what he himself had done . 

APTHEKER accuse 67. the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
of doing little or nothing with reference to the Ku K1UX 
Klan, the Black Legion, the Liberty League, the Birch.

He spoke of 
Cuba as being now a truly good-neighbor and now truly"a pearl 0 
the Antilles" adding "although the U. S. government continues 
a policy of subversive .intervention in Cuba" . 

JACKSON mentioned the fighting in Viet Nam stating 
that Americans are dying in "what is now escalating into a new 
Korea."

respect to the Federal Grand Jury held there. 

MEYERS said that the Federal Government currently has changed 
its position with regard to trying to convict the CP and its 
top leaders under the McCarran Act. He said they did not 
seem to feel at the present time that they could convict the 
Party. 

JOHNSON said that he knew all present were aware of the fact 
that February 1, 1962, had been set as the date for the trial 
of the CP under the McCarran Act with the CP being charged 
as a Party of conspiracy taking instructions from and being 
financed by the Soviet Union. 

JOHNSON said that prior to the date of the trial, the CP 
had applied considerable pressure pointing out to the 
American public that the McCarran Act was against the best 
interests of the American people. JOHNSON said that there 
was considerable response from the ordinary citizen, 
organizations of various kinds and universities. He said 
some universities asked known CP leaders to speak on their 
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campuses. JOHNSON said as a direct result of the 
Party's moves, the Government postponed the date of the 
trial and apparently changed their plan in connection 
with dealing with the CP and its members. 

JOHNSON said that the Party leadership felt that another 
reason why the Government didn't go ahead with the trial 
was the fact that GUS HALL, CP General Secretary, failed 
to state publicly that that was his position, merely telling 
everyone who asked him that he was an American citizen.

JOHNSON said the CP National Executive Committee had decided 
some time ago that under no circumstances .would any evidence 
be given to the United States Government by any CP member. 
He said that if this was done once, a pattern would be set. 
He emphasized that this information, although given to the 
Grand Jury, could be used by the Government in connection 
with the trial under the McCarran Act. 

JOHNSON said that if any CP member locally were subpoenaed, 
an attorney would be on hand to help him and said that JOE 
FORER in Washington, D. C. would assist. 

JOHNSON said it was important for the CP to get the 
sympathy of youth. He pointed out that GUS HALL had 
gone to California and Oregon in recent months and was 
at first denied the right to speak on university campuses. 
Later though, he returned and spoke to thousands of students 
on the West Coast. 

JOHNSON said that wherever HALL went on the West Coast, 

he was well received by the students although they did 

not agree with the aims and purposes of the Party as a whole . 

JOHNSON said the important thing was that the students were 

willing to have any person get a chance to speak. 

JOHNSON said that BEN DAVIS spoke on the radio in Ohio. 
At first he had trouble and finally got two hour and 
following this was allowed to speak three hours. 

JOHNSON said that CP leaders everywhere in the United 
States must speak out publicly and appear wherever they 
could, particularly on campuses, before organizations, 
and wherever the opportunities offered. 

JOHNSON said that after the American people hear CP 
leaders speak, they would have to agree with some aspects 
of the CP program. He said as a result of this, the 
pressure on the CP and "The Worker" will be eased. He 
said that if the pressure on "The Worker" did not stop 



soon, "The Worker" would have to close down. 

JOHNSON said that the ultra-right forces in the KENNEDY 
Administration are giving all-out support to the McCarrah 
Act and want to smash the CP and .all progressive 
organizations. After the CP is smashed, then the 
Trotskyites, the NAACP, and other organizations would be 
wiped out. 

JOHNSON said that while the U. S. Government is- trying to 
outlaw the CP, it is allowing such organizations as the 
John Burch Society, the American Nazi Party, 'and the KKK 
to. flourish. 

At this point MEYERS asked EANET to check on the next 
train to New York since JOHNSON had to leave that evening. 
The last train left at 12:30 a.m. and it was decided, to end 
the meeting at 11:00 p.m. 

Discussion followed and the meeting finally ended at 11:00 
p.m. 

MEYERS said he would leave with JOHNSON and told the rest 
of them to wait 15 minutes before leaving since the FBI 
would be following him and JOHNSON and the rest could 
leave without being bothered.

According to JACK KLING, it was learned that PHIL BART, 
on March 23, 1962, had indicated a desire to travel to Chicago on 
March 26, 1962, for the purpose of discussing problems related to 
organizational matters of the Communist Party (CP), both locally 
and nationally. In connection with this travel to Chicago, BART 
also indicated a desire to travel to Indiana for the purpose of 
making an estimate of the situation as relating to the Party in 
that area and also to attempt to raise some funds* In connection 
with this travel to Chicago, BART desired to meet with CLAUDE 1 
LIGHTFOOT and JACK KLING of the Illinois District. BART also 
indicated that he desired that KLING accompany him during the 
suggested travel to Indiana. 

Due to the illness of his wife, LIGHTFOOT, when Informed 
of BART's intentions to travel to Chicago and meet, with him on 
March 26, 1962, indicated he would be unable to spend* any time 
with BART because of the demands of his wife. 

Similarly, KLING, because of the fact that he was involved 
in many pressing matter* », including plans for the big forthcoming 
"Morning Freiheit" banquet, felt that he would be unable to give 
time to BART or to accompany him to Indiana. 

In view of the foregoing, a number of requests were 
relayed to the National Office suggesting that BART delay his 
travel. 

As of March 26, 1962, KLING advised that he had received 
no further word from BART concerning his trip and, therefore, 
assumed that he had temporarily cancelled his plans to come to 
Chicago.

(JUNE GORDON was elected chairman for the evening. BETTY 
read mimeographed notes from GUS HALL's speech at the National 
Committee meeting.

Following are some excerpts from the HALL report: 

Theses are just notes, (GUS intends to write this up, 
together with the Monday night speech, in political Affairs) on 
an estimate of the KENNEDY administration in relation to the ultra 
right. The Administration represents some of the main monopoly 
interests, but that is not a complete story. It also has the policy 
of extending U.S. Imperialism. In a basic sense, it continues the 
old DULLES line of attempting to encircle the Socialist world. 
TheAAdministration reflects all the contradictions faced by U.S. 
Capitalism in the world arena and also all the unsolved domestic 
problems in the U.S. It also reflects the people's Upsurge in this 
country. 
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We must discuss imperialism In relation to the concrete 
developments in today's world, including today's USA. It is a 
reactionary: big business administration, but not a fascist 
administration . There is a growth of Fascist groups in the U.S. , 
but the administration is not the fountainhead of this development. 
Some of its actions play into the hands of Fascist elements, but 
it is not a part of the real fascist danger. It is misleading to si 
this administration is worse than the EISENHOWER Administration. ; 
They serve the same masters, but there are differences. KENNEDY 
has the support of the working-class, Negro people, and youth. On' 
the other hand, it is not another New Deal or Progressive Administra- 
tion. U.S. is the center of world imperialism, but it is being 
challenged. At the end of 1961, U.S. gold stocks were at their 
lowest level since 1929. U.S. Capitalism continues to build up west 
Germany as its junior partner, and it is coming into sharper and ' 
sharper competition With us...... 

This administration does not yet Understand that the 
system of colonialism is on its way out. They must study the 
record of imperialism in Goa, for instance. They are encouraged, 
by the differences in Albania and china— so the Marxists of 
Albania and China must be made ,to Understand this 

1. In the last 5 years, there have emerged small, but 
loud, Fascist-like organizations, well financed.; They have so 
far failed to attract wide made support, but are given good 
publicity. 

* 2. There is now a new life and vigor in the right Wing 
elements generally. fcOLDWATER, NIXON, THURMOND, DODD, JUDD and 
WALTER. They have powerful support, too. KENNEDY'S stand against 
the ultra right iw significant. While some Ultra-rightists are in 
the Democratic party, they actually view the Republican Party as 
their home. 
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3. The most important and growing element in the 
political picture of the U.S. is the rising upsurge of a broad, 
all people's movement, around various issues. It is a grass roots^ 
flood. It is- more and more a movement of action. There is a steady 
rise of evidence against the ultra right, .proving that our statement 
a while ago Was right. To destroy the , Dixie crats would be to destro; 
the main element in the Fascist grouping.; (In the Amsterdam News 
this week, KING spoke of the right to vote struggles). Trade 
union forces; have moved into the peace struggle. (GUS: .plans to 
go to Ohio, through the trade unions, using steel as a oase K Also 
the struggle among youth, and especially college students. The 
sale and demand for Marxist literature among them is without prece- 
dent in our history.

The Administration itself is not one solid front, but 
reflects all these elements. There, is a struggle in the Adroinistra-: 
tiori as to which direction it will ultimately take. It has not 
been fully determined. It still gives concessions to the right, 
because it mistakenly believes, there has been, a public shift to the 
right.;.

were also involved in the LYL. GRUBER suggested that DURHAM 
turn over to him all of the documents pertaining to the 
dissolution of the LYL* These documents included the final 
resolutions adopted by the final convention of the LYL, the 
call to the convention, the receipted hotel bill where 
the convention was held, and seven or eight letters of 
resignation which DURHAM had received from various officers 
of the LYL during the year 1956, prior to the dissolution 
convention. After examining these documents GRUBER stated 
that it would be quite easy to prove to the Government that 
the LYL had in fact dissolved. 

DURHAM stated that there was no doubt that it was 
possible to prove this but the only problem was how far would 
the Government want to go in examining names of individuals 
who were previously involved. He said if they were determined 
to list a number of individuals and desired information 
concerning them, that he would not answer these questions 
because most of these people had either resigned or dropped 
out of all progressive activities and, therefore, it would 
be a useless piece of publicity and perhaps would jeopardize 
their positions wherever they may be.

would be possible to deny testimony on individuals of this 
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type but be understood DURHAM'S position and he did not 
press tbis issue, 

JULIE LOWITT indicated that he had been continuously 
harassed by the FBI and he felt sure that this was a possibility, 
that is, they would be interested in the names of all 
individuals* 

The conclusion of this discussion was that the 
main objective would be to strongly insist on the facts 
pertaining to the dissolution of the LYL and to prevent 
any fishing expedition in regards to names of other 
individuals involved in past LYL activity. 

On March 1. 196 2, EARL DURHAM, represented by 
his Attorney, | appeared before the SACB in *>6 

Washington, D7CT — The only witness at the hearing was EARL b7c 
DURHAM, who testified that the LYL was dissolved in, 
February, 1957, at a duly constituted convention representing 
all of the then existing organizations of the LYL. 

A Government attorney cross examined DURHAM to 
determine if in fact the LYL was dissolved and if it was 
not by decision of the Communist Party and if it was not 
continued in another form under the sanction of the Communist 
Party, 

EARL DURHAM used the Fifth Amendment in discussing 
specific questions about the specific meetings with the 
Communist Party but testified freely on all questions dealing 
with the history and activities of the LYL. At the conclusion 
of the testimony and cross examination, all of which lasted 
approximately one and one half hours, Attomey l | 
reiterated that the LYL had dissolved and, therefore, any 
further proceedings by the SACB were unnecessary. 

The Government attorney contended that it was 
possible that the LYL dissolved but that it was also possible 
that the Communist Party maintained and continued the LYL in 
a different form after the dissolution. It was therefore 
recommended that the Board rule that the LYL still exists 
in another form. The Government, however, offered no witness 
nor any evidence to substantiate their position. 
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The Chairman of the Board informed both parties 
that a decision would be rendered and that they would be so 
informed. The hearing then adjourned*

GUS HALL further 
indicated that he thought it was a good idea for DURHAM 
to have testified because it might help to close the door 
to some of those blanket subpoenaes, and investigating. 
HALL further indicated that he was hoping to complete this 
litigation so that he could get back on the road and visit 
the various districts and again take up some pressing 
political questions. DURHAM indicated to HALL that when 
he (HALL) came to Chicago he would appreciate it if HALL 
would set aside two or three hours for a new discussion 
around many problems. GUS indicated he would definitely 
do so and he apologized for not having done so on previous 
trips to Chicago. HALL indicated he had been in Chicago 
several weeks ago but that he had been ill and did not see 
all of the people he had wished to see but promised that 
on the next trip he would definitely make an appointment 
to see DURHAM.

Jackson stated "The Worker," although not a first 
class paper, with many deficiencies, a small circulation,

Jackson related it is against this small but 
effective newspaper that the Government has set in motion 
a multi-million dollar operation to harass and attack and 
to Jail and fine its editor and publisher. 

Jackson stated' it is the first time in the 
history of the United States that an editor or anyone connected 
with the publishing of a newspaper has been fined or jailed. 

Jackson went on to state this action violates the 
First Amendment of the Constitution, and must arouse the 
people to action to see an Indictment and a bond of $1500* set

Jackson related this law was tested by the

' i final outcome, ,.He stated Phil Bart and himself refused 
answer questions under the right guaranteed them by the 
Fifth Amendment and were indictedand released on bond of 
$1500. Their sentences of six months in prison were set 
aside pending a trial date, which has not been set, 

Jackson stated the McCarran Act has been 
applied to "The Worker," the CP, and the leaders of the CP, 
Gus Hall and Ben Davis, Jackson quoted the penalties set 
by the McCarran Act that apply to the CP, Gus Hall and Ben 
Davis, since the law became effective in October, 1961. He 
said these penalties total more than a million dollars in 
fines and over 625 years in prison for each. 

Jackson compared the McCarran Act with the 
Nuremberg trials during the Hitler regime and said this 
would lead to a fascist state of affairs iff the law is 
allowed to stand because no one, let alone the CP, would 
be exempt from its attacks. 

Jackson stated that Gus Hall and Ben Davis 
had gone to Washington, D.C. that day for arraignment and 
although no trial date was set, it possibly would be held 
in June. 

At this point, Jackson explained why Hall and 
Davis were held under the McCarran Act, He said this was 
done because they refused to register, refused to name people 
who were members of the CP, refused to give addresses of 
people, to state where the CP received its funds, to give a 
list of contributors, or otherwise.

Davis both said they will never divulge any information 
which would cause the persecution and prosecution of 
people, and would rather go to jail for life. 

Jackson related the Government is embarrassed 
by the McCarran Act because it knows the CP, Kali and Davis, 
would never comp3.y and a long legal battle would take place. 

Jackson stated that since 1950, in Pennsylvania 
and Arizona, there are numerous concentration camps ready to 
receive the thousands of McCarran Act victims and other 
minorities who do , not comply with this Act. 

Jackson went on to state there are over 625 
other organisations that are Communist controlled, Communist 
dominated and Communist infiltrated tliat as?o liable to these 
concentration camps if they do not comply with the McCarran 
Act as it now stands. 

Jackson stated the Government could very 
well ignore the McCarran Act as there are hundreds of laws 
on the books which are never enforced and that since this 
law is so unenforceable, the Government should not seek to 
enforce it. He stated it is the duty or the Attorney General 
to enforce the Constitution, to defend it, and by upholding 
the First Amendment of the Bill of Rights, he must act 
against the McCarran Act. 

In conclusion, Jackson urged everyone to write 
to the President and the Attorney General to uphold the 
Constitution and to appoint a special committee to study the

CP leadership will create a series of responsible committees to 
examine specific facets of Party work such as political activities, 
re -organization, Latin American affairs and the like. 

Hall said these committees will be called "Review 
Committees" and are not to be confused with the Party Review 
or Disciplinary Committee, now referred to as the Appeals Committee. 
Those committees will review the status of all existing party 
work and will, where necessary, recommend changes in that work. 
The reports of these Review Committees will be presented to the 
CP "National Board" for action. The results will be, in effect, 
the new CP line.

"The following report concerns a private conversation held between 
WILLIAM PATTERSON, who described himself as the Chairman of the 
New York Communist Party (CP), and JACOB GREEN, CP National 
Committee member and District Organizer for the CP, Maryland - 
D. C. District. The meeting took place on March 11, 19&2, at 
the home of GREEN, 2544 Lauretta Avenue. PATTERSON had 
stayed overnight as a guest of GREEN.

PATTERSON said he had talked to BEN DAVIS the previous week 
and it had been decided to hold a National Negro Commission 
meeting March 14, 1962, if CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT were in New York. 

PATTERSON said that he was going to have GREEN'S situation 
settled when he returned to New York with regard to the National' 
Negro Commission and would call GREEN or send a telegram. 

PATTERSON then asked about CHARLES JOHNSON, CP member, recently 
put in charge of the Maryland Marxist Youth Group. 

GREEN described JOHNSON'S background and activities for the 
past year including the fact that JOHNSON had attended a CP 
leadership school in New York in 196I. 

PATTERSON commented that JOHNSON had not been as active as he 
should in view of his leadership training. 

PATTERSON asked about BOB LEE, a CP District Board member in 
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Maryland. When GREEN hesitated, PATTERSON said that LEE 
did not appeal to him and that LEE did not have the feeling 
or act as a Party member should. 

GREEN said that LEE had been a CP member for a long period but 
prior to the present District Board had been closely associated 
with people who supported JOHN GATES. 

GREEN then gave PATTERSON a picture of local Party activities 
in detail going back to the 1940s. 

PATTERSON asked whether CP member MARCUS MC BRIDE or CHARLES 
JOHNSON were on the District Board. GREEN said no and that he 
did not feel that JOHNSON was in the P/trty long enough for 
such a position. 

Upon inquiry from PATTERSON, GREEN then told of the makeup of 
the District Board, emphasizing that only he and GEORGE MEYERS 
were active. 

PATTERSON said that from GREEN'S account he got the 
feeling that there was no effort locally to move the masses 
and wanted to know how MEYERS, as a Chairman, had allowed this 
to happen. 

PATTERSON emphasized that at the present time CP National 
leaders were demanding activity on the part of the leadership. 

PATTERSON then told GREEN that the National leadership had not 
been dissolved. GREEN said he was aware of that and said that he 
had been present at the CP National Committee meetings held 
last August. 

PATTERSON then stited that GREEN was on the National Committee 
and would be until the next Convention or unless he was brought 
up on charges and dismissed. 

PATTERSON instructed GREEN to attend the next National Negro 
Commission meeting and to bring CHARLES JOHNSON with him if 
it were possible. 

GREEN said he would have to discuss it with the District Board. 
PATTERSON replied that GREEN could do as he pleased and knew 
best how to operate in his own area. 

PATTERSON said that after talking with GREEN and from other 
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things he had seen, it was apparent to him that GREEN was the 
one that was running the District . He said that he was well aware 
of the fact that GREEN was 'pulling punches" with regard to talking 
about other CP leaders locally. He added that this was all right 
with him but emphasized that the present mood of the National 
leadership was to the effect that people in positions of 
responsibility had to work. 

PATTERSON again returned to a discussion on JOHNSON. GREEN 
said that JOHNSON was young and hadn't done as much as he should 
but GREEN felt that it was the fault of the District leaders who 
had let JOHNSON down. He praised JOHNSON saying he was well 
educated and was in a good position to help the Party. 

PATTERSON then asked about THELMA EANET, a Maryland District 
Board member. GREEN told him of her background and emphasized 
that she was an old timer. PATTERSON replied that long service 
meant nothing and wanted to know how active she was at the present 
time. 

GREEN said that she was not active but pointed out that for a 
number of years she had to take care of her sick mother. He 
went on to say that because of her inactivity, he forced her off 
the District Board for a while but she had been reinstated 
despite his opposition. 

PATTERSON said that you should have insisted that something be 
done about EANET and again said that the important thing at the 
present time was action on the part of CP leaders. 

GREEN said he appreciated the advice of PATTERSON and that if he 
were the Chairman, the District Board would act in a different 
manner .. 

PATTERSON then asked if GREEN were the District Organizer. 
GREEN said yes. 

PATTERSON then asked whether PHIL BART had ever requested 
GREEN to make a report to BART. When GREEN said no, PATTERSON 
said that was because the Chairman (GEORGE MEYERS) was trying to 
step in and take over GREEN'S responsibilities. 

GREEN then stated that he didn't want to start a fight locally* 

PATTERSON then said that "we" have been wondering about you up 
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in New York since your return from the Soviet Union. He said 
that GREEN was apparently not satisfied with what was going on. 
GREEN said he wasn't. 

PATTERSON commented that it was apparent to him that GREEN 
had set up the Freedom cf the Press Committee meeting held the 
previous night. 

They then discussed MARCUS MC BRIDE and the conduct of the Negro 
CP members locally under the impact of the Government action 
as a result of the McCarran Act. GREEN said that the Negroes 
had held up well. 

PATTERSON then asked what suggestions GREEN had concerning the 
possibility of bringing Negro organizations such as CORE, the 
NAACP, and the Urban League together so that they could act 
jointly. 

GREEN said that he had discussed this at an NALC meeting with 
LEE LEWIS, a local CP member, who is an official in the NALC. 
He then mentioned that LEWIS had been in touch with a Negro 
named BILL JONES, who is in the New York office of the NALC and who 
is apparently close to A. PHILIP RANDOLPH. 

PATTERSON then said that J0N3S was presently involved with MILT 
ROSEN and the group from Buffalo, New York, who had broken away 
from the CP. PATTERSON said that JONES was anti-Party, no longer 
close to A. PHILIP RANDOLPH and was influenced by the Muslims. 

GREEN then said that in reply to PATTERSON'S question, his suggestion 
was that the Party contact all Negro CP members and Negroes under 
the influence of the Party and see whether they could arrange to 
have the Heads of the various Negro organizations meet together 
and discuss Joint action. PATTERSON said that that was exactly 
the way they had talked in New York about the situation and that 
the Party wanted all the Negro organizations to be brought 
together and to work jointly 'on single objectives such as 
unemployment . 

PATTERSON made the comment that slogans such as "The Negro free 
in 1963" were not realistic but in 10 or 15 years they might 
say it. 

DOROTHY GREEN, CP member and wife of JACOB, returned from 
church at about 12:00 noon and fixed breakfast for PATTERSON and 
her husband . "

With regard to your request in your letter of 
April 4, 1962, for an investigation to be undertaken to 
develop the details of Bart's appearance at Dowdoin College, 
Brunswick, Maine, on February 9, 1962, the following infor- 
mation is being furnished: 

On March 5, 1962, Adam J* Walsh, United States 
Marshal for the District of Maine, Portland, Maine, and 
former head football coach at Bowdoin College who did not 
attend the activity, advised that Phil Bart on February 9, 
1962, spoke at Bowdoin- Col lege* being sponsored by the 
Government Department. Walsh stated the students of the 
Government Department wrote to Communist Party headquarters 
In New York asking to send someone from the organization 
to speak at the College defending the Communist Party 
position. The topic of Bart's talk was •American Foreign 
Policy - a Communist View.* 

Walsh further advised that Bart spoke at the 
Bowdoin Student Union on the campus with about ISO people 
in attendance. He was poorly received, gave the impression

of being stupid and the students more or less harassed Bart* 
The talk Bart gave was open to the public and was attended 
by individuals other than students and those connected with 
the college* 

The Bowdoin College campus news, the "Orient," 
suspended publication from January 15 to February 15, 1962, 
this period being the mid-year examination time, and there 
are no articles or editorials relative to Bart's appearance 
on the College campus. The "Brunswick Record," a weekly 
news publication in Brunswick, Maine, contained no informa- 
tion concerning Bart's appearance on the campus of Bowdoin 
College* 

Our Boston Office has been instructed to attempt 
to obtain the identity of sources of information mho can 
testify regarding Bart's appearance at Bowdoin College on 
February 9, 1962, fts soon as this information is received, 
it will be furnished to you promptly.
